Washington, D. C., March 20.— 


President Wilson is expected to 
outline the real status ofrelations 
between the United States and 
Germany within 24 hours'as his 
next immediate step in preparing 
the people and the country 'for 
possible— even probable—hostili- 
ties.

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DEPRECIATES IN AGGREGATION 


One of the strangest phases of human understanding is, that it 


operates intelligently only in certain directions, or under fixed con- 
ditions, losing standard when aggregated. .It is common expericnc*, 
tl.at take a number of persons of more than average capacity and put 
1 licm to common work and at least a portion will lose standard es- 
lai-lished and not exhibit so much as horse sense. To make the 
proposition clearer let us take the ordinary legislature before our 
wind's eye. In the' main legislators are elected because they have 
j i -putation for ability, to some extent that is the rule. But there 
bfi ue\er been a session of the legislature in which the most ridicu- 
lous and stupid propositions haire not been advanced in infinite 
vrricty. Sometimes the whole body seeins to exhibit entire lack of 
intelligence, as is the ease in a recent act, passed by the Michigan 
a-sembly, which provides that all engagements for future marriaje 
shall be registered. Nobody calls for such 'a law, it obviously is not 
demanded by public policy and is extremely obnoxious to most 
couples Further than that it is altogether unenforceable, because 
ii is a sacred, sweet secret between two persons, neither of whom 
c;:n be compelled to confess or testify, about it. Still all this does 
not mark the limit of absurdity manifested in the statute for its 
penalty is that failure to registry shall constitute a complete bar 
ngaiubt either party to it for 'breach of promise. Now, wouldn't 
that jar you as a punishment for a crime. .There are a million de- 
cent marriages every year, there are not a half hundred breach of 
piomise suits, where the relations of the engaged have been decent.' 
So the penalty fixed is too remote and improbable to 'be any at all. 


But we are not particularly singleing out the Michigan legis- 


lature. There are others like it. We use it merely to emphasize 
the point that the environment of the individual and his particular ' 
tield oftimes has much to do with establishing his measurement.

in the ease of Edgar Fairfax. Fairfax was a native of Canton and 
when lie was reported "killed at the front in France," a number of 
prominent citizens rushed frantically about and secured funds to 
creel a monument infliis' nonor.

of discussing the propriety of. of public measures and political opin- 
ions, let us have as much of it as you please; but, if it means the 
liberty of affronting, calumniating, and defaming one another, I 
own myself willing to part with my share of it whenever our legis- 
lators shall please to alter the law; and shall cheerfully consent to 
exchange my liberty of abasing others for the privilege of.not being 
abused myself."
